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HOUSE RESCLUTI ON

WHEREAS, The Constitution of the State of |Illinois,
Article 1, Section 15 states that "Private property shall not
be taken or damaged for public use w thout just conpensation
as provided by law. Such conpensation shall be determ ned by

a jury as provided by [aw'; and

VWHEREAS, Quick-take powers were originally intended for
the acquisition of property to be used for public purposes,

not private purposes; therefore be it

RESOCLVED, BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATI VES OF THE
NI NETY- THI RD GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, that
before a unit of |ocal governnent may request House approval
of legislation authorizing the unit of |ocal governnent to
acquire property by em nent domain using "quick-take" powers
under Section 7-103 of the Code of Cvil Procedure, the unit
of local governnment nmust conply with all of the followng
pr ocedur es:

(1) The wunit of local governnent nust notify each
owner of an interest in the property, by certified mail,
of the wunit of local governnent's intention to request
approval of |legislation by t he Cener al Assenbl y
authorizing the wunit of |ocal government to acquire the
property by emnent domain using "quick-take" powers
under Section 7-103 of the Code of Civil Procedure.

(2) The wunit of |ocal governnment nmust cause notice
of its intention to request authorization to acquire the
property by emnent domain using "quick-take" powers to
be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the
territory sought to be acquired by the wunit of |ocal
gover nnent .

(3) Following the notices required under paragraphs
(1) and (2), the unit of l|local governnment nust hold at

| east one public hearing, at the place where the unit of
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| ocal governnment normally holds its business neetings, on
the question of the uni t of | ocal governnent's
acquisition of the property by emnent domain using
"qui ck-take" powers.

(4) Followi ng the public hearing or hearings held
under paragraph (3), the unit of |ocal governnent nust
adopt, by recorded vote, a resolution to request approval
of legislation by the General Assenbly authorizing the
unit of local government to acquire the property by
em nent domai n using "quick-take" powers under Section
7-103 of the Code of CGvil Procedure. The resolution
must include a statenent of the tinme period within which
the wunit of |local governnent requests authority to
exercise "quick-take" powers, which may not exceed one
year .

(5) Following the public hearing or hearings held
under paragraph (3), and not | ess than 30 days foll ow ng
the notice to the property owner or owners required under
paragraph (1), the chief elected official of the unit of
| ocal governnent nust submt to the Chairman of the House
Executive Conmittee a sworn, notarized affidavit that
states all of the foll ow ng:

(A) The |l egal description of the property.

(B) The street address of the property.

(© The nane of each State Senator and State
Representative who represents the territory under
the unit of l|ocal governnment's jurisdiction.

(D) The date or dates on which the wunit of
| ocal governnent contacted each such State Senator
and State Representative concerning the wunit of
| ocal government's intention to request approval of
| egi sl ation by the General Assenbly authorizing the
unit of local governnment to acquire the property by

em nent domai n using "quick-take" powers.
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(E) The current nane, address, and telephone
nunber of each owner of an interest in the property.

(F) A summary of all negotiations between the
unit of l|ocal governnent and the owner or owners of
the property concerning the sale of the property to
the unit of |ocal governnent.

(G A statenment of the date and |ocation of
each public hearing held under paragraph (3).

(H A statenment of the public purpose for which
the wunit of |ocal government seeks to acquire the
property.

The affidavit nust also contain the chief elected
official's certification that (i) the property is |ocated
within the territory under the unit of |ocal governnent's
jurisdiction and (ii) the unit of |ocal governnent seeks
to acquire the property for a public purpose.

(6) Together wth the affidavit submtted under
paragraph (5), the chief elected official of the unit of
| ocal governnment nust submt the followwng items to the
Chai rman of the House Executive Conmmttee:

(A) A mp of the area in which the property to
be acquired is | ocated, showing the |location of the
property.

(B) Phot ographs of the property.

(C© An appraisal of +the property by a real
estate appraiser who is certified or licensed under
the Real Estate Appraiser Licensing Act.

(D) A copy of the resolution adopted by the
unit of | ocal governnent under paragraph (4).

(E) Docunentation of the public purpose for
which the unit of | ocal governnent seeks to acquire
the property.

(F) A copy of each notice sent to an owner of

an interest in the property under paragraph (1); and
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be it further

RESCLVED, That every affidavit submtted by a unit of
| ocal government pursuant to this Resolution, together wth
all docunments and other itenms submtted with the affidavit,
must be nade available to any person wupon request for

i nspection and copyi ng.
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
